A BILL FOR AN ACT

RELATING TO EDUCATION.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF HAWAII:

SECTION 1. Section 302A-251, Hawaiil Revised Statutes, is
amended to read as follows:

"§302A-251 School year; instructional time. (a)
Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, beginning with
the 2011-2013 school years, all public schools, excluding
charter schools and multi—ﬁrack public schools, shall implement‘
a school year of one hundred eighty days, excluding professional
development days and other non-instructional days negotiated
pursuant to chapter 89.

(b) Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary:

(1) For the 2011-2012 school Year, fifty per cent of all
public elementary schools in the State, excluding
charter schools and multi-track public schools, shall
implement a school year that includes nine hundred
fifteen student [imsEruvetieonalt] hours; and

(2) Beginning with the 2012-2013 school year, all public
elementary schools in the State, excluding charter

schools and multi-track public schools, shall
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implement a school year that includes nine hundred
fifteen student [imstruetionalt] hours.
(c) Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, [£ex]

beginning with the [2634—2636] 2015-2016 school [yeaxs,] year,

all public secondary schools, excluding charter schools and
multi-track public schools, shall implement a school year that
includes nine hundred ninety student [imstruetional] hours.

(d) Notwithstanding any other law to the contrary, for the
2016-2018 school years, all public schools, excluding charter
schools and multi-track public schools, shall implement a school
yéar of one hundred eighty days, excluding professional
development days and other non-instructional days negotiated
pursuant to chapter 89, that shall include one thousand eighty
student [instruvetieonat] hours for both elementary and secondary
school grades.

{({e) The board, in its'discretion, may grant a waiver to
any individual school subject to the s;udent [fnastruetional]
hours or one hundred eighty day school year requirements in this
section. The board shall adopt policies and procedures to grant

a wailver under this subsection.
